The better
hotels demanded that accommoda-
tions be paid for during a full week,
At one of the highest-priced hotels,
usually charging $4 and $5 for a
room with bath an inquiry made a
week or more before the inaugura-
tion brought the information that
there was only one room to be had,
and that it could be rented for the
week for $140. Of course a man
could stay one day if he so selected,
but the price would be just the same
—$140. There was nothing that
went with the room, except the
bath, and it was not represented
that the room commanded a view of
the parade.

Another hotel, hardly accounted
the best in town, asked $35 fora
single 'room - without bath for the
week, or $49 for a single room with
bath. -A third class hotel wanted
$14 2 day for two persons, room
and meals, for 2 minimum stay of
five days. Other houses refused to
make any reservations' except on
private arrangement with the man-
ager, and still others hac been book-
ed ‘‘full up’’ for weeks. Similar
policies were adopted as to the sale
of seats from which to see the parade.
